John Jay 
HOPKINS, President of General Dynamics, Ino* 9 before the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers on 1 December 1954 has bed consid erable impact among 
leading Japanese Industrialists* In this speech HOPKINS urged Installation 
of Atomic power plants in und er d eveloped areas with particular reference 
to Japan and the Par East. HOPKINS termed the proposal as a n Ato mic 
"Marshall Plan"* The Japanese have shown great interest in HOPKINS practical 
approach* 




C. Ota behalf of HOPKINS, Mr. VUliam HALSTH), President of 
o UHTKL Coproration has been In touch with the Japanese principal exploring 

* the possibility of having HOPKISS make a trip to Japan to explain his 
"Marshall Plan* proposal to the Japanese* 




A* In order to present the whole question of Atomic energy in f 
its proper light, the aforementioned Japanese contact recommends , that 
men like HOPKINS And eminent Atomic scientists be "invited and encouraged 
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to go to Japan as Atomic power peace adMtrlw in ardor to rev ive the 
hopes of the deflation-oppressed Japanese In reconstructing their 0000007** 

B. If 9DPKIBS and other* are invited to Japan, the Japanese 
aootaet een end will arrange for suitable publicity and will introduce 
the American representatives to top Japanese industrial and govern— nt 
officials. 

C. In addition, it is ranr—end erf 

1. That en appropriate element of the United States 
Government contact HDPKIBS, andeorse tha idea of a trip and 
confirm to bin that tha Japanese ere extremely interested 
in hie B.A.M* proposals* 

2. That a top level Atoaio physicist qualified to talk 
applied techniques be selected by t he proper U.S. Government 
Agency and be included In the HOPECHS party* 

3. That a high level U.S. Qov ei uae nt official sake sons
